RECLAMATIONS. 

The following are , the — most 
important reclamations made in my 
time in chronological order. Many 
of these reclamations have not only 
Jadded to our building areas, but 
have: also increased our deep water 
frontage. 

(1) The Praya Reclamation of 
1889 to 1896 from ‘Kennedy Town 
to Murray Road, extending out- 
wards from the old Prays West and 
Praya Central, which were re-named 
Des Voeux Ruad West and Des Voeux 
Road Central after” the then 
Governor, Sir William Dea Voeux. 

Prior to this reclamation (which 
with the Praya East Reclamation 
hereafter referred to was mainly 
due to the initiative and enterprise 
of the late Sir Paul - Chater) the 
Hong Kong Hotel and the’ + Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Bank were both 
of them on the sea-front where the 
Bank had a gig hauled up on davits. 
The cricket ground was then’ bound- 
ed on the west and north. jby the 
harbour, with the consequence that 
a vigorous hit to leg sometimes res 
sulted in the ball trickling over the 
road into the sea, 

(2) ‘The Naval Yard Reclamation, 
which wiped out the old V.R.C., was 
made by the Admiralty, In 1908 and 
the following years, for the purpose 
of constructing. the naval basin and 
drydock, and extensive repair ahops 
-/for the British Fleet on the China 
Station. This Reclamation. was 
atrongly opposed at the time on the 
ground that:it would cut'in two the 
City of Victoria and its water front.

‘“-EXPANSION OF KOWLOON. 

The expansion of the Kowloon 
Peninsula during my time has been 
simply stupendous.

Kowloon 
Extension Agreement of | 1898 
made _ between China and 
Great Britain in pursuance.of which 
the Hong ‘Kong Government, in 
April 1899, took over for a term of 
99 years from June 24, 1898 ‘(inter 
alia) the Kowloon Hinterland from 
the old Boundary, which ran some- 
where near.the present line of 
Prince Edward : Road,. northwards 
to the Sham' Chun River, and west- 
ward to the west point of Lantao 
Island and eastward and including 
Mirs Bay.: 

Prior to the making, of that 
Agreement, the hills behind Kow- 
loon, which dominate the Harbour, 
and half the waters of the Lyeemun)_,,,. 
pasa, were under Chinese Joriedie- 
tion, 

Yaumati’s Former Ichportance. 

In 1888, the only important dis- 
trict in British Kowloon, as it was 
then called to distinguish it from 
Chinese Kowloon was Yaumati and 
the census of 1891 shows that the 
population of British Kowloon was 
then just under 20,000 persons. 

Of late, and especially during the 
past 10 yeara, the increase of build- 
ings and population on the Kowloon 
Peninsula right up to the foothills 
has been astonishing, with the re- 
gult. that the population of the whole 
of the Kowloon Peninsula, doubled 
between the years 1921 and 1931, in 
which fatter year the figures of 
popalation for the Peninsula were 
roughly 265,000, whilst the figures 
for Hong Kong Island were 410,000.

De- 
grees in Engineering and Medicine, 
and at a later date in Arts have 
been conferred upon Chinese coming 
from many Provinces of China and 
from’ many other parts of Asia, 


The importance of the University] . 


has been recognised by liberal dona- 
tlons' from'the Hong Kong Govern- 
ment, from Messrs. Butterfield and 
Swire, from. the late Sir Paul 
Chater, and from many generous 
Chinese donors resident in this 
Colony, where names are recorded 
in the printed Calendar of the 
University. 

Dr. Lim Boon-keng, when receiv: 
ing his Honorary Degree. of LL.D., 
referred to the University as a 
light-house for China, and’ its staff 
and supporters. would 
proud if it should be'the means, in 
however humble a degree, of ad- 
vancing the progress and prosperity 
of the neighbouring Republic of, 
China. 


IMPROVED MEANS OF . 
COMMUNICATION. 

These vastly improved means of 
communication, which have revolu- 
tionised to a great extent life in the
